One fireman was badly Injured 


during the conflagration, when 
a stack of filled number 10 cans, 
estimated to weight about a ton, 
fell on top of him. Brought to 
the Warner hospital by ambu- 
lance, the 30-year-old veteran, 
John Baltzley, Aspers, a. member 
of the Aspers company, was 
found to have a broken, pelvis, 
two large lacerations of the 
scalp and a number of bruises 
and cuts about the body. He was 
discharged from the army about 
18 months ago.

PARENTS SLAIN

Santa Ana, Calif., May 26 <#>>•— 


Heiress Louise Overell and her husky 
fiance, George Gollum, went to trial 
today on murder charges stemming 
from the death of her wealthy, so- 
cialite parents, Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
E. Overell, aboard their dynamite- 
blasted yacht March 15. 


Calmly the 18-year-old journalism 


coed and her 21-year-old premedical 
student sweetheart declared their 
innocence a.s they spent a pre-trial 
Sunday in the county jail, she knit- 
ting and chatting and he playing 
checkers with a cellmate. 


The dramatic case, which may in- 


volve one of the longest trials in 
years in southern California, had 
many elements which intrigued the 
public^ since that Sa.turday night 
wheifthe Overell power cruiser, the 
Mary E, blew up and sank in New- 
port harbor, leaving the shattered 
bodies of the parents in its twisted 
hulk. 


Found Dynamite 


Miss Overell, who attended the 


University of Southern California, 
became the sole heir to the $600,000 
estate of the Overells, who lived in 
a Mediterranean-style villa in Flint- 
ridge, near Los Angeles. She arid 
Gollum, a Los Angeles City college 
student, disclosed a fierce love for 
each other in letters exchanged in 
jail, copies of which were published 
after the prosecution had secretly 
photographed them. 


The sweethearts said they had 


planned to tie married on Louise's 
18th birthday, April 30, and for a 
time declared they would be married 
in. ja.il, but they were not. They have 
been jailed since their arrest March 
19, four days after the explosion 
which first was thought to have been 
caused by gasoline. 


Their arrest occurred after the 


cruiser hulk was raised and in it in- 
vestigators found 29 sticks of unex- 
ploded dynamite attached to a ba.t- 
tejs^-and clock. Capt. Thomas M& 
Gaff, crimonologist of Orange county 
where the killings occurred, esti- 
mated that three sticks of dynamite 
had exploded. 


Both Were Slain 


Two autopsy surgeons told a grand 


jury, which indicted Gollum 
Miss Overell on murder charges, 
that both Overell and his wile had 
been beaten about the head, the 
skulls being fractured, with an in- 
strument such as a ball peen ham- 
mer or a pipe length. They agreed 
that Overell was slugged fatally be- 
fore the explosion; there wajs some 
difference of opinion as to whether 
Mrs: Overell was dead before the 
blast. The medical experts agreed 
they were not drowned. 


The state alleged that the daugh- 


ter and Gollum killed the Overells, 
then rowed ashore to wait the ex- 
plosion. The Overell family and 
Gollum had spent the fatal after- 
noon a.nd evening on the yacht, as 
they had done before on many week- 
ends. 


The case came to trial in Superior 


Judge Kenneth Morrison's court- 
room, too small even for the 140 
prospective jurors, to say nothing of 
the expected crowd of spectators.

Few buyers of homes or other real 


estate realize the Importance of hav- 
ing a. clear, marketable title to the 
property which they, purchase, ac- 
cording to the experience of mort- 
gage lenders^

Most buyers know that a valid 


deed must be obtained, but this is 
only part of the' procedure in ac- 
quiring real estate. The deed is 
merely legal evidence of the trans- 
action between seller and buyer and 
does not necessarily mean that the 
seller had full legal rights to convey 
the property. The title must show 
the seller has these rights. 


Heirs Can Sue 


Failure to obtain clear title has 


often proved disastrous for pur- 
chasers. He.irs of early owners can 
and sometimes do sue for and obtain 
possession. 


Any cne of three methods is used 


to determine title. One is title in- 
surance, widely used on the East and 
West coasts, abstracts of title in the 
Middle West, and the "Torrens Sys- 
tem" used in a few states, where the 
state itself issues the title. 


Protection Possible 


Both abstracts of title and title in- 


surance involve a complete search of 
the history of the property from 
.earliest times. Hidden defects .in 
titles, such as forgeries-of 
early 


deeds, or other, flaws often appear. 
Frequently' the chains of title in- 
volve examination of hundreds of 
documents.

Now, for a reasonable 
fee, they will guarantee title or in-

Canning* Season 


Calls For Shelves 


The home canning season will 


soon be- at hand and before that 
time arrives the efficient home- 
maker will see to it that there is 
plenty of storage space for 
the 


fruits and vegetables she puts up. 


Shelves can be easily built at ex- 


tremely low cost in odd corners of 
the basement or under stair ways. 
They should be located, however, in 
as cool a spot as possible and should 
be of sturdy construction because 
canned goods are quite.heavy. Main 
framing members should be two by 
sixes and the shelf supports at least 
two by fours. If the shelf span is 
more than three feet, each shelf 
should have 'additional bracing. 


Two or three sheets of plywood or 


other building board should be used 
to enclose the shelving, both to 
hide the cans and to keep out dust.

DROP SHARPLY 


Harrisburg-, June 25 (#>}—-Member- 


ship 'in Pennsylvania's 52-20 Club, 
so popular among World War II 
veterans a year ago, is now in the 
process of rapid depletion. 


The state reported only 86,000 vet- 


erans are today receiving - unem- 
ployment compensation payments of 
$20 a week for 52 weeks, compared 
to 700,000 who have filed for bene- 
fits since the G! Bill of Rights be- 
came law September 4, 1944. 


Benefits have dropped sharply in 


the past few months due to veterans 
finding jobs or exhausting the 52 
weeks of payments, s'aid a spokes- 
man for the state Bureau of Em- 
ployment and Unemployment com- 
pensa.tion. 
. 


The highwater mark was reached 


in June, 1946, when $18,954,000 was 
paid to 247,000 ex-GIsi compared to 
the present $7,270,000 for 86,000 vet- 
erans—a 60 per cent drop in a year. 


Millions Paid Out 


More than $245,000,000 has been 


paid out under the 52-20 program 
since it started nearly three years 
ago, the entire sum subsidized from 
the U. S. Veterans Administration. 


The full 52 weeks of allowances 


have been drawn by 50,000 ex-ser- 
vicemen, but the remainder of Penn- 
sylvania's 1,314,000 World.War n

Within another 
month, most American families will 
begin to spend sleepless nights and 
stifling daytime hours as summer 
reaches'its full status. 


But there is still, time to do some- 


thing about it and there are many 
steps which can be taken to provide 
summer comfort- without a great 
deal of expense. 


Stop Heat Penetration 


The first move is to applya four- 


inch layer of insulation above the 
top floor ceiling and to fill the,walls 
with insulating material. This will 
make the house as much as 15 de- 
grees cooler on hottest days because 
it retards, heat penetration through 
walls and roof. 


The average house can be com- 


pletely insulated in less than two 
days by blowing fireproof mineral 
wool into the walls and other in- 
accessible space and applying batts 
of the material in areas where 
space will accommodate a workman. 
Cost ofjithis material is no greater 
than before ''the war and usually 
pays" for itself in fuel savings: within 
three heating seasons according to 
the Construction Research Bureau 
of New York, clearing house for 
building information. 


Other Measures 


If windows are opened during the 


night so cool air can fill the house 
and then kept closed throughout 
:he day, the insulation will help re- 
gain much of the coolness so admit- 
ted. Shades should be kept drawn 
and attics cross-ventilated. 
.: 


On hottest days, additional cool- 


ness can be provided by an electric 
fan circulating air across a large 
Dowl of ice. Dampened sheets hung 
in occupied rooms with a fan di- 


rected toward them also are used ] 
with success. 


The kitchen is the source of a 


great deal of unnecessary heat. 
Ovens of most modern stoves are 
well insulated with mineral wool so 
they do not heat up the kitchen, 
but there is no way to control the 
heat generated by top-of-the-stove 
cooking. Hence, hot weather meals 
should be planned with minimum 
preparation on top of the stove. 
, Doors leading from the kitchen to 
living qarters should be, kept closed 
when the stove is being used, and 
electric lights used sparingly.

A vacant plot is not always a bar- 


gain, particularly if located in an 
area that is fairly well built up. In 
such cases there is usually a reason 
it is vacant. Hence the prospective 
buyer should examine the land close- 
ly because a high growth of weeds 
may hide a lot of faults. 


It is wise to walk across it in 


several directions and note whether 
it will need an undue amount of fitt- 
ing. Residents of the neighborhood 
should be queried as to whether wa- 
ter stands on the plot and whether 
they

excavation 
difficulties. 


Solid rock often underlies an area, 
making excavation- extremely costly. 


A few holes -made with a post

There are few things a home 


owner can do to his house which 
give. such quick and satisfying re- 
sults as painting.

Color Treatment 


It has been found that warm

Even the finest paint will 
prove unsatisfactory unless applied 
en a completely dry surface. One 
should never paint during humid 
or foggy weather, nor immediately 
after a shower. Because of heavy 
summer dew frequently encounter- 
ed, it is wise to do no painting un- 
til the morning sun has dried all 
surfaces.

plants have great resistance to frost 
and if they should be harmed the 
replanting of small areas is not dif- 
ficult. 


But in sections where the Euro- 


pean corn borer is established, this 
method of obtaining an early crop 
of sweet corn is beset with dan- 
ger. The earlier the sowing the 
more likely the crop is to be attack- 
ed by corn borers. Dusting with 
DDT of at least 3% strength gives 
control of borers, but late sowing 
will outwit them. 
, Dust With DDT 


The moths which lay the eggs of 


this pest emerge from winter quar- 
ters when early sown corn is about 
two feet tall. Eggs are laid on the 
underside of the leaves of the corn, 
or where there is no corn, on some 
plants having "grassy" leaves sim- 
ilar to corn—oats, gladioli, and oth- 
ers. Late sowings of corn thus es- 
cape the first brood of borers. 


The insects hatch out and eat 


their way along the leaves toward 
the corn stalk, which they enter 
where the leaf joins it, or climb to 
the top and eat into the tassel. 
DDT dust should be applied while 
this journey is being made. 


A long sweet corn harvest can 


be obtained by making several 
plantings of an early variety, or 
planting at the same time three or 
four varieties which mature one 
after'the other. 


The latter method is popular with 


hybrid sweet corn varieties which 
tend to mature in a more uniform- 
ly than the open pollinated vari- 
eities, giving a shorter harvest sea- 
son. By planting four varieties, ger- 
minating in 60, 70, 80 and 90 days, 
or as nearly to that schedule as 
possible, a harvest of six weeks may 
be obtained. 
Late Variety For Fall 


Similar results might be had by 


making four sowings of an early va- 
riety, about ten days - apart. But 
for a fall crop" it will usually be 
found best to sow a late variety, 
taking 80 or 90 days to mature, as 
the early types seldom do -as well 
in the fall weather. Late varieties 
are usually taller, have larger ears 
and yield more heavily than the 
earlies. 
Sweet corn is usually planted in 


drills, with plants spaced eight to 
eighteen inches apart, and rows two 
to three feet apart, depending on 
the height of the variety. Fertilizer 
should be applied in shallow tren- 
ches on both sides of the row, as 
with other vegetables. Since the 
roots are close to the surface, culti- 
vation should always be shallow. 
Seed should be covered an inch 
deep in early planting, two inches 


GOOD DRAINAGE 
ESSENTIAL FOR 
PLANT GROWTH

We must be sure that surplus wa- 


ter in the soil has a. chance to drain 
off. Most plants don't like "wet feet." 
Only those with specially adapted 
organs can survive in constantly wet 
soils. So if natural drainage is not 
available, tilling is essential. Proper 
drainage not only gives the plants a 
greater chance for existence but it 
allows soils to become warmer sooner 
in the spring and the warmth causes 
the various compounds to become 
more readily available to plants 
through their roots. 
* 


The needed materials to the soil 


which are taken into the plant are 
manufactured and stored inside as 
foods which are essential in the for- 
mation of cells, their development 
and growth. Growth is nothing more 
than the laying down of new cells. 
Have you ever stopped to consider 
what a, wonderful mechanism the 
plant is? The leaves take in the 
carbon dioxide from the air, obtain 
through the roots water from the 
soil, and in the presence of light 
manufacture foods which are dis- 
tributed throughout the entire sys- 
tem. 
Fertilizer Content 


There are many elements in the 


soil which are needed for the growth 
of plants once they are changed into 
proper forms, first by the minute 
organisms in the soil so they may 
be absorbed by the roots, and later 
compounded within the plant in 
such a manner as to be usable in 
growth. When you buy a complete 
fertilizer you will find an analysis 
on it which may be a. 4-12-4 or 10-6-4 
or some other combination. This 
merely indicates the-percentage of 
nitrogen, phosphorus, and potassium 
in the mixture.

EARLY BLOOMING TITHONIA 
Tithonia, or golden flower of the 


Incas, made its garden debut not so 
many years ago with a lot of fan- 
fare. Unfortunately the first strain 
introduced was rather late flowering, 
so that many gardeners lost then- 
plants through frost injury just 
when they were beginning their 
flower display. A great many gard- 
eners, therefore, lost interest in this 
plant. 


In the meantime, however, an 


early-flowering strain has been de- 
veloped which will begin blooming 
in late summer and carry intensely 
rich orange-scarlet flowers on plants 
five feet tall. The colors vary some- 
what on different plants, but all of 
them represent shades that come 
well under the description of tang- 
erine orange. 


COLUMBINE NEEDS STAKING 
Aquilegia, or Columbine, brings to 


the May garden a wonderful display 
of large, colorful flowers. Because of 
the fragile nature of the graceful 
plants staking before they begin to 
bloom is necessary. Use several thin 
stakes to encircle the growth because 
their charme is lost if the branches 
are bunched into a clump. One stake 
for each branch is well worth the 


produces greater root development; 
strengthens stems and gives an 
arlier flowering. Potassium is like 
a tonic and acts as a conditioner. It 
plays its part in root development, 
stem strength, deeper color in flow- 
ers, and In genera^ vitality. These 
elements are always mentioned as 
the most essential but actually they 
are no more so than others to be 
mentioned except for the fact that 
many of the so-called "lesser" or 
trace elements are required in small- 
er quantities and are frequently 
present in sufficient amounts so that 
their addition is not necessary. 


Need Iron and Calcium 


Take iron, for example. Without 


it the green coloring (chlorophyll) 
would not be adequate in food manu- 
facture. Or calcium (lime)—without 
it roots would not develop and stems 
would be weak. In some manner the 
others, as magnesium, manganese, 
sulphur, zinc, boron, play a role 
which spells health for the plant. 
The addition of these elements in 
some soils seems to work magic upon 
plants. That has been the case, for 
instance, in the use of zinc with 
roses, or iron with oaks, or boron 
with beets. Fortunately many of our 
complete fertilizers conta.in these 
materials usually added to the mix- 
ture or else present as impurities to 
take care of soil conditions where 
they may be lacking naturally or 
become depleted through years of 
u,se. 


Specific recommendations for the 


application of these mixed fertilizers 
cannot be made for a.ll localities and 
all soils but at present the soil test- 
ing methods have been developed to 
a degree where sufficient accuracy 
may be obtained to be relied on. 
Hence a test of the soil will indi-

Now is the time to plant New

renews itself as fast as the leaves 
are removed. Thin the plants so they 
are 12 to 20 inches apart. 


Sow Salad Crops

demand today forced Standard Oil 
Company (Indiana) to allocate its 
output 
during 
June, 
July and 


August in 12 of the 15 states it 
serves, the company announced. 


The allocation system, which will 


amount to approximately a 15 per 
cent cut in the company's current 
distribution, is the first consumer 
restriction of its kind since gaso- 
line rationing ended in August, 1945. 


The company said it could de- 


liver supplies this summer approx- 
imately equal to those delivered a 
year ago. However, 
current 
de- 


mand is about 15 per cent above 
last year, it added. 


The shortage was attributed to 


inadequate pipeline and 
refinery 


capacities rather than any shortage 
of crude oil.

Field reports indicated nearly half 


of the 
400,000 bituminous miners 


were idle. Some miners said they 
walked out protesting adoption of 
the Taft-Hartley union-curbing bill. 
while others said the stoppage was> 
merely a "head start" on vacations 
which start in the coal pits Friday 
midnight. 


An attempt by United Mine Work- 


ers leaders to start a return to work 
in West Virginia mines xvas outdone 
by new mine closings there. Against 
2,000 men returning in Monongalia 
county, more than 11,500 joined the 
walkout, raising the state's total of 
idle to 41,000. 


Reports from the. coal mines ad- 


ministration and operators listed 
another 10,000 men idle in western 
Pennsylvania, raising the* totaj to 
51,000 or more than 50 per cent of 
the soft coal diggers there. In east- 
ean Pennsylvania, the first walkouts 


occurred in anthracite mines, with 
more than 3,200 quitting work in the 
Panther Valley area. 


The Carnegie-Illinois Steel cor- 


poration announced the shutting 
down of the equivalent of 4Vi blast 
furnaces in the Pittsburgh district. 
A two-thirds curtailment of its Bes- 
semer department at Youngstown, 
Ohio, was also effected, cutting off 
production of 1,500 tons of steel 
daily. 


The corporation's parent firm, 


U. S. Steel corporation, reported all 
its coal mines in Pennsylvania and 
Kentucky were closed, causing the 
loss of a,bout 70,000 tons of coal daily. 
Other steel firms were similarly hit. 


Meanwhile, government 
officials 


reported the Justice department was 
investigating the sudden walkout to 
determine whether an injunction 
could be slapped on John L. Lewis 
and his AFL-United Mine Workers. 


The Taft-Hartley act which caused 


the walkouts provides the govern- 
ment may seek an injunction to halt 
national emergency strikes, but the 
President would be required to ap- 
point a board of inquiry to report to 
him first.

31 men, this gives a total of 317% 
hours devoted by the firemen in 
serving the taxpayers and protect- 
ing property. 


Beady And Willing- 


The survey indicates that mem- 


bers or the Gettysburg fire company 
are, and have been, ready and wil- 
ling, without hesitation, and with- 
out thought of personal risk, to re- 
spond to all calls for assistance and 
the rescue of any person trapped 
or endangered by fire. 


It further indicates that, although 


the local firemen may not operate 
with the precision, of their well- 
trained paid comrades of the big 
city departme'nts, they have shown 
willingness, speed and vcourage in 
service to the community since 1808. 


Other residents,' the survey indi- 


cates, can help the fire men in 
prompt response to calls for assis- 
tance by pulling their cars to the 
side of the highway when the fire 
apparatus is enroute to a fire, as- 
suring them that their speed will 
not be reduced or lives of firemen 
endangered by blocked or partially 
blocked highways.

FACE TICKLISH 


DECISION OVER 
SAGGING CHINA

Washington^ June 25 (/P)—Presi- 


dent Truman and Secretary of State 
Marshall, are faced today with a 
ticklish decision on whether the 
United States should do anything 
more right now to prop up China's 
badly sagging economic structure. 


Some top-flight advisors contend 


the problem is fast becoming a'S ur- 
gent as the issue of aiding Europe. 
But they acknowledge that neither 
alternative offers solid ground for 
determining a positive policy stand. 


The choice, they say, is- between 


(A) delaying any decision at the 
risk of seeing China fall prey to 
even greater disunity, possibly com- 
plete Communist domination, or (B) 
responding to Nanking's pleas for 
new loans and grants with no posi- 
tive assurance that the aid measures 
would be effective for long. 


The problem of long-range help 


to China logically falls within the 
scope of the new 19-member non 
partisan committee appointed by 
Mr. Truman to Vveigh the effect of 
all such foreign assistance on the 
American economy.

China—and with Congress aiming 
at adjournment by late next month, 
time is pressing on the administra- 
tion to make at least a stop-gap de- 
cision shortly.

"The battle here was a mortal 


blow to slavery. It was the beginning 
of opportunity and justice for all. 
This has not even yet been perfect- 
ed. Only last week in a southern 
town a 12-man jury sworn to give 
justice without prejudice released 
men who had lynched a Negro. This 
was a grass miscarriage of justice. 
And such actions still take place not 
only in the south but in the north. 
There are many places where Negro 
scholars of outstanding ability can- 
not enter a restaurant for a meal 
or a hotel for a night's rest. Lincoln 
and Lee would not have condoned 
such actions.
